The Building Trades Council in 
voting Tuesday to strike the Univer- 
sity of California campus at Berke- 
ley, as reported in Another column 
on this page, specifically exempted 
the cyclotron and radiation labora- 
tory. 

It was brought out in the discus- 
sion of the strike action that, after 
all, the atomic plant under the 
Atomic Energy Commission of the 
Government, and that it is the prac- 
tice of the Government to meet 
wages and conditions established at 
public institutions such as the Uni- 
versity. 

“If we get this thing settled down 
at the foot of the hill, on the cam- 
pus, we'll get the situation straight- 
ened out on top of the hill,” was the 
sentiment expressed by = several 
speakers. 

The need for getting many issues 
settled at both the University and 
the outlying atomic laboratory has 
been discussed at many BTC 
sions.

The present status of legislation 
affecting these matters is that when 
the regular appropriations bill has 
been all worked out between the 
two Houses of Congress, and got 
thoroughly» out of the way, the 
House will turn its attention to the 
supplementary appropriations bill, 

In this supplementary appropri- 
ations bill discussion two proposals 
will come up which vitally affect us. 
One is that something between 
$25,000,000 and $27,000,000 be ear- 
marked for repair and restoration 
of the ghost fleet to meet emergen- 
cies—and there’s plenty of an emer- 
gency right now! The other is that 
the Mariposa and Monterey be put 
in condition, either restored as 
troop ships or rehabilitated as first 
class passenger vessels, one or both, 
which could be used for troop ships 
in an emergency. 

It should be borne in mind that 
on August 3 the Senate gave some 
time to discussing the amendment 
proposed by Senator Magnuson to 
the regular appropriations bill. This 
amendment was the one providing 
for $25,000,000 to be used for restor- 
ing the ghost fleet for active duty. 

Senator O'Mahoney of Wyoming 
led the fight against this as chair- 
man of a Senate subcommittee on 
appropriations. He contended that 
the whole matter should be delayed 
until the supplemental appropria- 
tions bill came up, after the regular 
appropriations bill was out of the 
way. 

That idea prevailed, 
where we still are.

C. J. Haggerty, State Federation 
secretary-treasurer, has written the 
following letter to the Building 
| Trades Council, Central Labor

ganizations affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor are 


not covering their employes under

letter to all of the unions so that 
these few instances can be 
completely eliminated. 

Under the law, labor unions are 
subject to the Unemployment Insur- 
ance Act, and if they have one or 
more employes, should make deduc- 
tions from the salaries of the em- 
ployes and pay the employer tax as 
well, as provided by the law.

JUST WHO DOES RISHELL 
THINK IS A COMMUNIST? 


Letters opposing the socalled “loyalty oath” which has now 
been imposed upon all Oakland city employes were received 
by the City Council from the Civil Rights Congress, and from 
the American Civil Liberties Union. After these letters had been 
read, Mayor Rishell is reported to have asked: 

“Are there any other Communists present who would like to 
speak against the oath?” 


So far as we know, the Communists failed in their attempt 
to infiltrate the American Civil Liberties Union, and those who 
had begun to make the attempt were expelled. We assume that 
the Mayor knows this, too, and that he did not intend his remark 
to apply to the American Civil Liberties Union. 


We further assume that the Mayor does not mean to imply 
that only Communists are opposed to this business of the oath- 
or-else which has become such a popular pastime in America. 
For if the Mayor does mean to imply this, he is implying that 
the editor of East Bay Labor Journal is a Communist, and that 
the Alameda Central Labor Council. which sent a strong letter 
of protest to the University of California Regents against the 
oath-or-else policy pushed by Corporation Lawyer John Francis 
Neylan, is made up of a bunch of Communists. 


But here is something that should be said without any mere 
hinting or implying, but with the most straightforward and 
unequivocal plainness of speech: that a lot of Americans are 
getting on the bandwagon of this oath-or-else business who 
ought to be ashamed of themselves. For example, we'd bet any 
money that not all of those City Councilmen believe that the 
oath-or-else policy they voted for is sound or necessary. 


Some of those Councilmen, like a lot of other Americans, 
were just plain scared. And so they were willing to chuck over- 
board the basic American tradition of freedom of thought and 
speech—for fear somebody would think they weren't good 
Americans! 


3 POINTS ABOUT BRIDGES 


The jailing of Harry Bridges should not give us in the labor 
movement who have long opposed him any great feeling of pride 
or of, having ourselves participated in any admirable feat. There 
are at least three reasons why we should feel rather meek, if 
anything: 

1—Harry Bridges was given his great chance on the Pacific 
by the fumbling ineptitude, and worse, of the longshore labor 
organization which he was able to supplant with his own leftist- 
oriented group. And once he did get a new organization built, 
much of the attack on him was mixed up with senselessly vin- 
dictive attacks on the entire national federation with which his 
Own organization was affiliated. 


2—When the man was finally overthrown, it was certainly 
not through intelligent efforts by organized labor itself, but by 
the Government's mobilizing of testimony of such characters as 
Merv Rathborne, who according to all that was brought out at 
the trial, made plenty of money out of the business of testifying 
against his former associate. In other words, organized labor 
had to get an assist from the Government, with the Government 
agents pulling some stunts that any labor man couldn't help but 
wonder if they might not prove dangerous indeed as precedents 
to be used against legitimate labor leaders later. 


3—Granting that Bridges has followed the Moscow line for 
years, and that despite all the good things he has done for the 
waterfront men the fact remains that his basic drive has been 
in a dangerous and anti-American direction—granting all this, 
isn't it still true that many of our labor leaders have never shown 
the courage and tenacity in following legitimate democratic aims 
that this man has shown in following what we consider and 
must condemn as vicious and wrongheaded aims? 


This third point is peculiarly important. Organized labor, like | 
every other big group in America, has developed too many 
spineless and gutless yes-men who, for fear of losing their petty 
jobs would willingly go to hell and shovel dirt for the devil. We 
need, in short, more men on our side, the democratic free side 
which we believe must win or the world will sink to a new low 
level, — more men on our side who will fight for the right as 
bravely as Harry Bridges has fought for the wrong. 


MORE OF THIS SOON! 


Secretary of Defense Johnson's blast at the strike of AFL 
workers in Alaska is typical of what we may expect now. Every 
time unionists ask for a better contract than they now have 
someone will let loose a blast of indignation and misinformation. 


Secretary Johnson ran true to the regulation form in these 
matters. He claimed the men were asking for a pay boost far 
higher than the well informed Federal Conciliation Service knew 
that the men were asking. He said that national security was 
immediately endangered, and the Conciliation Service. taking a 
much calmer and more realistic view, said that part of the dis- 
pute was already settled, and that the rest of it seemed on the 
road of settlement. 


Certainly labor people who stop to think at all realize that 
Secretary Johnson is under heavy political fire from Congress, | 
some of whose members keep asking why this country wasn't 
better prepared with at least better advance information about | 
the Korean hot spot, if not with arms and supplies to be used 
there when trouble did break out. Much of this criticism is of 
course as heavily charged with mere vituperation and misinfor- 
mation as were Secretary Johnson's charges against AFL work- | 
ers in Alaska. But labor people are also aware that the eminent 
Secretary is rather naturally looking for a few scapegoats, and 
organized labor probably seems to him a nice, convenient animal 
of that interesting breed. 


We had a lot of that in World War II, and General of the 
Mud Armies Westbrook Pegler is already, under the orders of 
William Randolph Smearem Hearst dumping mud on labor in 
connection with the Korean war. So all civilized people, includ- 
ing the Secretary of Defense, should keep their heads and leave 
raving to the Hearst-Pegler zoo. 
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“A FESTERING SPOT” where 
Untied States citizens of Mexican 
descent die of tuberculosis and 
diphtheria and their babies die even 
faster is what the lower Rio Grande 
valley in Texas is, Dr. George San- 
chez of the University of Texas told 
the Presidential commisNon __ in- 
vestigating migrant labor. 

“All this is evidence of maladjust- 
ment caused principally by cheap 
labor,” said Dr. Sanchez. “Lower 
Rio Grande valley people pushed 
northward by competition with con- 
traband labor from Mexico, wet- 
backs, are complicating socio-eco- 
nomic conditions throughout the 
State.” 


“Unless we establish controls to 
prevent scandalous, disgraceful ex- 
ploitation of illegally imported labor, 
we are whistling in the dark when 
we talk about improving conditions 
among 2,500,000 Spanish - speaking 
people in the Southwest.” 
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Dr. Sanchez probably knows that 
one of the best “controls to prevent 
scandalous, disgraceful exploitation 
of illegally imported labor,” as well 
as native labor, is the labor union. 

Certainly the Associated Farmers 
know this, and are doing their best 
to prevent the formation of unions 
in the agricultural labor field to 
stop such “scandalous, disgraceful 
exploitation.” 


Not only are big agricultural op- 


erators with Associated Farmer 
mentality trying to prevent the 
AFL National Farm Labor Union 


from growing strong, but they are 
now trying to break up Milkers 
Local 304, whose members do the 
farm work which results in milk 


coming into the East Bay. 

The importation of laborers from 
Mexico illegally is only one of the 
many devices used by big agricul- | 
tural operators to get cheap labor 
and break up unions. 
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Ex-GI Says GI Attitudes Are 
Alienatizg Korean People 


F. H. Garner of Newark, N. J., 
wrote to the New York Times re- 
cently, commenting on an article in 
that newspaper about how the atti- 
tude of American soldiers and off- 
cers toward the South Koreans 
tends to alienate these people. 

“T was stationed in Seoul, as a GT, 
during the first year of Korean oc- | 
cupation. T remember how the Ko- 
reans went out of their way to be 
friendly when the first United | 
States troops arrived. The parades 
and banners: ‘Well-come Our Amer- 
ican Allies,’ ‘Hello Joe, Our Libera- 
tors.’ Not the best English, but sig- 
nificant and clear. I also recall how 
time and abuse changed those early 


sentiments. I think of incidents I 
saw in Seoul: jeeps sideswiping 


civilians when they were slow to 
move out of the way: soldiers curs- 
ing civilians; disparaging remarks 
about Korean lethargy, backward- 
ness, hygiene, sanitary facilities, 
and women.” 


Garner perceives that the remedy | 
is not easy to find, that there are 
“deep seated attitudes” among 
Americans in general which stand 
in the way of improvement of re-| 
lations with the Koreans. But he} 
does suggest that “we could empha- 
size a psychological indoctrination | 
campaign among our troops—offi- | 
cers and men.” 

Obviously, this former GI who} 
has actually been on duty in Korea 
himself realizes that we Americans | 
at home, young and old, do not) 
have remarkably good manners. As | 
for sideswiping civilians with our | 
jeeps or other automobiles, we do} 
that here at home. As for making 
insulting remarks about the ways 
and women of other racial groups, 
we do that, too, right here at home. 

So we can’t lay the blames for 
what our boys do in Korea, or are 
said by this ex-GI to do, on the boys 
themselves. It is our own faults 
here at home, in which we have 
indoctrinated our boys through the 
years of their upbringing, that crop 


out in them when they are in a 
foreign land, under the terrible 


psychological and physical strain of 
excessive effort and constant dan- 
ger of death. 


Of course, our boys at the front | 
show the celebrated good traits of 
Americans, too, and win the hearts 
of many Koreans.

In other columns on this page of 
East Bay Labor Journal readers 
will find an analysis of the troubles 
the Communist Party is having in 
running its false front, the Progres- 
sive Party, or IPP, as we call it in 
California. 

The analysis to which we refer is 
written by a Trotskyite, and one of 
the most amusing facts of the pres. 
ent: political situation is that the 
Trotskyites, who are of course 
themselves Communists, although 
not Stalinists, usually write the 
most acute studies of the antics of 
the Stalinists. This analysis was 
written even before Henry Wallace 
had announced his support of the 
UN-US action in Korea, which helps 
to show that the problem the Stalin- 
ist Communist Party in this country, 
faces in running its phony Progres- 
sive Party is something far more 
fundamental than the immediate 
disagreement with Henry Wallace.

IF A MOTHER WORKS away 
from home, many people assume 
that her children inevitably suffer. 

According to a study recently 
made of 100 junior high school 
pupils in Eugene, Oregon, this 
doesn’t seem to be so. 

“The most important factor in the 
development of a happy and well- 
adjusted child,” says Lester Beals, 
author of this study, “is the pres- 
ence of a cooperative and demo- 
cratic family relationship.” 

In other words, if mother and 
father get along happily, if they 
know how to make their children 
happy, the fact that mother is at a 
job all day doesn’t seem to make 
a lot of difference. 

Contrariwise, we all know young- 
sters whose mothers are on the job 
at home 24 hours a day, and who 
are “problem children.” 

The long and the short of it seems 
to be that if parents are good peo- 
ple, kind neighbors, responsible citi- 
zens, sober and industrious, the 
chances are that they will bring up 
their children to be the same kind 
of people. 

There is no unfailing formula for 
rearing children. We have to do it 
the hard way.

Sweden Saves the Forest, But | 
We Burn It Down Yearly! 


In our usual reckless fashion we 
have been burning down our forests 
again this summer. Most of these 
fires are man-made. Cigarettes, 
careless campers, heedless deer- 
hunters do their annual damage. 

In this matter, as in many others, 
we Americans have not yet learned 
the facts of life, have not yet learn- 
ed what Europe has known for cen- 
turies, that forests are a_ great 
national asset and a way of life. 

Take Sweden, for instance, a tiny 
country compared to ours. A quar- 
ter of a million of their relatively 
small population is connected with 
the forestry and lumbering industry. 

“Green gold” they call their for- 
ests in Sweden. In 1947 the export 


of forest products netted $470.000,- 
000, or 53% of the country’s total 
exports. 

Sweden hopes to increase this 


figure. Large lumber companies are 
building villages near the forests to 
attract needed workers. 
Three-fourths of the forests are 
privately owned, but these private 
owners do not loot the forests as 
some of our privately owned com- 
panies have done. The other fourth 
of the forests is owned by the 


munities. 

The government, however, keeps 
an eye on things and spends on an 
average of nine cents an acre an- 
nually taking care of this green 
wealth. 

Our government makes a genuine 
effort to guard our forests. Expen- 
sive fire control systems are in- 
stalled, and much preventive work 
is done, 

Nevertheless we have an annual 
loss of our own “green gold” that 
we can ill afford. City people should 
try to realize that these forests are 
not something to be used, to be! 
camped in, to be hunted over, but 
that they are our nation’s money in 
the bank. 

We all have a stake in this bank. 
We should all share the responsi- 
bility of guarding it.

“To the Honorable Harry S. Tru- 
man, President of the United States 
of America, in recognition of his 
loyalty and service to his country 
and his devotion to the cause of 
peace.” 

A man who receives more brick- 
bats, possibly, than any other man 
in the world must, indeed, have felt 
a warm glow at such praise for his 
loyalty and service. 

Most of our Presidents, of what- 
ever party, have been devoted, hard- 
working men, giving their best ef- 
forts to the cause of making this 
country a better place to live in. 


Yet few of the world’s great

Are big daily newspapers, which reach millions of readers, ex- 
empt from the same rule? 


To their everlasting credit, most papers seem to realize Uncle 
Sam has a war on his hands. Without giving up their right to 
criticize the government, they are giving it their loyal support. 
This is true even of many conservative publications which do 
not like the Truman Administration. 


A far different and disgraceful picture is presented by a 
strange alliance of men and newspapers—the Communist “Daily 
Worker,” “Bob" Taft of Ohio, the McCormick, Hearst, and 
Scripps-Howard newspaper “chains.” 

A double test of their decency and loyalty was provided in 
the past few days. First, how did thev react to the Senate com- 
mittee report branding Senator McCarthy as a liar, and dis- 
crediting his “Red’’ charges against the State Department and 
the Administration? 


Second, how did they treat President Truman's message to 
Congress, summoning every qood citizen to Uncle Sam's side 


in a war which may decide this country’s future?

The liberal and labor press. and such conservative dailies as 
the New York “Times” and “Herald-Tribune.”’ the Washington 
“Post” and “Star.” gave factual reports of the Senate commit- 
tee’'s McCarthy findings, and editorially supported the Presi- 
dent’s message to the people. In short, they acted as good citi- 
zens in wartime. 

What of McCormick's “Tribune,” New York “Daily News” 
and Washington “Times-Herald’? They failed the first test by 
heaping vilification on the majority of the Senate committee— 
Senators Tydings, McMahon and Green. To the McCormick 
press, McCarthy was the hero—the same McCarthy who, in 
both peace and war, has been trying to undermine the American

A Hearst editorial was more subtle in its treatment of Tru- 
man’s war message. It starts out by praising the President, but 
ends by blaming the war on his “failures,” and charges that he 
could have ‘“‘kept the country out of war.” 

So Uncle Sam’s war workers and fighters do not get much 
more encouragement from Hearst than from McCormick and 
Scripps-Howard. The Communist “Daily Worker,” of course, 
is likewise denouncing the war and Truman. WHAT ABOUT 
TAFT? 

He says the President’s war message proposals “go far be- 
yond the necessities of the situation,” and suggests that the 
“Man from Missouri” is using the war to become a dictator. 

If the American people believed Taft, would they work and 
fight to win the war?
